MaMPKn, Matoh tO.—Two negroee 

\mt their lives yesterday as n rosnlt ot 
the great flood which engulfB huudrodH 
of acres of land in th« Aricaniai bot- 
toma. The two men were drowned in 
Fifteen Mile bayon near Marion, Ark. 

There is no cessation in the rise of 
the lirer and (he ftange now regiatera 
t7.9, a tiae of one-tenth dnring the 
past 12 hoara. 

Cairo reporta 80.4 feet, a rise of foar- 
tenthaof m foot in M honn. Heavy 
rains have oontinned dnrinff the past 24 
hours throaghoat the entire region of 
the Ohio Talley and in the territory the 
drainage from which swells the upper 
Miailasippi. 

At Markod Tree, Ark. , on the St. 
Frauds river, there liaH been a deplor- 
able rise of one foot in tho past 2 1 hours, 
deplorable not only on account of the 
probable disaster in that immediate sec- 
tion of the oonntry. but beoaosethis 
rlrer iwella the great volQaM of water 
in the MiialBaippi, where' oondittoaa ire 
already so distressing. 

At Grccnvillo the danger line if now 
passed and tlio rise continues. 

Throughout Arkansas and Tennessee 
heavy rainfalls were the role daring the 
past M honn as during the preceding. 

At Helena the rainfall was immense, 
measuring 8.6S inches. 

In Memphis it was 1.80 inches with 
1.24 inches at Nufibville and Chatta- 
nooga. 

Helena, Viokabarg and points below 
report a steady rise. 

The flrst ray of sanflhine in five days 
yesterday penetrated the gloom which 
hangs over the overflowed country. It 
seemed rather to heighten the o£fect of 
desplation which is everywhere appar- 
ent across the river in the eastern part 
of ArkansM, It had an ^ipnoiable ef- 
fect, howenrer, spon th« vpiriti of the 
populace. 

The relief fund for the flood suffSMH 
has been materially increased by gifts 
from iudividnals and from firms out- 
side of UoiwpM^ This assistance is 
greatly needed in oaring for the new ar- 
rivals which the resoM itsamscB txing 
in at every trip. 

A telegram from Modoc, where the 
levee was reported to have broken, calln 
for materials for strengthening the 
Isivee at this point. The levee is intact 
as yet* thongh a break is feared. Ar 
rangements have been mad* to send the 
necessary assistance. 

The railroads are heavy suflferers from 
the high water. The Iron Mountain 
road is the only one available from the 
west. The Mississippi Valley road has 
abaadoned the sale of tickets over its 
line on aooonnt of a washont near Lake 
View. The Memphis and Oharlaston 
trains have been forced tO Stop Winning 
for the siime reason. 

The work of rescue goes on with un 
abated zeal. The rescue boats make as 
many trips as possible during the day, 
returning from each trip laden with 
refugeeH and snoh household goods and 
cattle as they have been able to save. 
These are being cared for by the relief 
committees. 

The gloomiest feature of the distress- 
ing conditions is the fact that there is 
little or no hope of the abatement of the 
high water within the near future, be- 
cause of flooda i«portad in the upper 
valleys. 

The most alarming lapot'll OOnosn* 
Ing the condition of the toveea above 
and below Memphis have been in dron- 
lation in Memphis, bat they have par- 
ticular referenoe to the levees below 
this point and ev«i belflfw Helena. The 
leveoH are in most places built to extend 
thre« or four feet above the highest 
water mark in the locality where they 
are constraoted. It seems now that 
this allowance of altitude has about 
been eoosomed by the rising water. 

The United States englneerlntr force 
for the districts soath of this city have 
been doing every thing in their power 
to relieve the k offerers and protect the 
levees. The Mississippi river comrais- 
■ion, complying with urgent requests, 
has transferred seme |10,000 from the 
fund at its disposal to be used in the 
protection of those districts during the 
high water. 

There is very reliable information to 
the effect that at Modoc, Avenue, 
Hoghaya end other points below Helena 
the water has gone over the levee, and 
the levees biinf in snoh a mushy condi- 
tion from the rains, it is not thought 
possible to protect them much longer 
from the ever rising fltxxl. The people 
living behind the dikes iu Hie localities 
mentioned are already flying for their 
lives. The hundreds of men who had 
been at work watching the leveee have 
About all been taken away and their 
labor will be atHiasd in saving the Uvea 
of other people. 

The sovemment ^learner Abbo^ has 



cnn icd a Large number of sacks of sand 
to tlie Mcxloc locality and to jniiuts be- 
low. At tli.'it place tho government hiis 
only recently spent many thousands of 
dollars in complettng the strengthening 
of the levees. 

There is positive information that the 
levee constructed under the direction of 
the St. Francis levoe board near Ca- 
rutliexKville, Mo., ha.s been cut and tlie 
belief is prevalent in that locality that 
the work was done by persons living on 
the Tennessee side who hoped by mak- 
ing an opening for the flood on the Ar- 
kansas side to decrease the flood and 
thus save the property on the Tennes-see 
Bide. 

A rei)ort is current of the levee hav- 
ing broken at Hill house, Miss., flooding 
the fine farms in that vicinity. A 

fteamer with men and sand has been 
dispatch(4'tothe soeneof the reported 

break. 

The reported break in the levee at 
Olendale can not be confirmed and it is 
thought to be p remature. 

FLOODS IN THE_ NORTHWEST. 

Bvorjr Khrmr Ovorflowed, Threa ts nlay Lois 
of Ufa mod Doatmction of Proportr. 

O.MAiiA, March 20. — The flowl situa- 
tion in Nebraska, Iowa and South Da- 
kota is condensed from spedal telegrams 
to The Bee as follows : 

At Sioux Oity the flood had endan- 
gered all the bridges near the etock- 
yard.s, bnt they were saved by tho use 
of dynamite to blow up the ice gorfje v 
Reports fi-ora up the Floyd river indi- 
cate that it is rising and the worst is 
yet to come. It is coniddered probable 
that all the bridges will go oat, bnt 
there will be no lives lost as the people 
have been getting ready for the flood. 
The Sioux river is can.^ing trouble to the 
Milwaukee road. Tlie ice is breoldug 
between there and Ha warden at sevwal 
places and heavy gorges are being 
formed. The bridge at Riverside, across 
the Sioux, is in danger of going out at 
any moment. 

At Cherokee, la., the Floyd river is 
rapidly rising, several of the houses in 
the lowlands are siurrounded by water 
and the amroaoh of the new iron btidge 
is gone, with good prospeots that the 
bridge will follow. 

At Mason City streams are all out of 
their banks and rising rapidlv. 

Railroads are fearing the iloods. The 
Milwaukee road is catching it on the 
west end. Between Spencer and Ever' 
ly the Little Sioux has su b merged the 
track and trains can run no further 
west A bridge is out at Rook Valley. 

At Pierce, Neb., the east and north 
portions of the town are flooded with 
water trom the Elkhom river. Yellow 
ereek, southwest of the town, is on the 
rampage and is washing away the farm' 
era' hay stacks. 

At Fremont, Neb., tho Platte ziver is 
still out of its banks, bat no •arioos 
damage is reported. 

At Yankton, S. D., melting snow and 
heavy rains caused a suspension of 
tratlic (in the three railroads. Between 
Yankton and Vermillion water covers 
the tracks of fh<' Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. K-ial and the Great Northern 
roiuls. 

The ice in the jams in the Missouri 
river still hold, although covere d by lO 

feet of wat<'r. 
At Canton, S. D., the highest water 

known for years in the Sionx river Is 

recorded. All the bridges are in dan- 
ger and railroad traflic is at a stand- 
still. 

At Woonswket, S. D., the water cov- 
ers the tnwk for a Ioiik distance 
Washouts have out olf couDiiunicatiun 
sonth. 

All bridges on the James river are 
expected to be taken out soon. 

At Randolph, Neb., several county 
bridges are washed out. The Pacific 
Short Line Eastern express is tied up 
there. The Omaha line bridge, one 
mile north of the town, is damaged 
The water is the highest ever known. 

Kain is threatening again. 

Two Poopio Drowned. 

Webster City, la., March 20.— Dr. 
Travis of Eagle Grove and Mr. Jaeg' r. 
a farmer, were drowned yesterday while 
attempting to ford the Boone river, two 
BiUes west of that place. Dr. Travis 
was on the w» to Mr. Jaeger's on a 
profeasiona] oall, when the team was 
swept down stream and both men were 
drowned. Their bodies have not been 
recovered. The Boone river at this 
point is higher than it has been for 
years, the ice is going out and the waters 
are rapidly r ising.

Hanged. 



EVERTTHmQ IS NOW READY. 




The rrlaoaors Appealed to th« Court of 
Laat Iteeert In Tola, hut Thmy Are m« 

Dv6ent and Indiirereiit aa Ever No 
Trooble Autiolpatrd — Mtate Troops to 
Guard the Oallowa. 

NiC'VPORT, Ky., March 20.— All effcrts 
having failed for interference with the 
execution of Scott Jackson and Alonzo 
Walling for tho murder of Pearl Bryan, 
there is much excitement here over the 
coming event. Ever since the arrival 
of the prisoners yesterday afternoon 
from the jail at Alexandria the jail ha« 
been surrounded by large crowds. The 
crowds dui-ing the afternoon and even- 
ing were admitted into tiM enclosure to 
view the gallows. 

Jackson and Walling concede that 
they have appealed to the oourt of last 
resort in vain and that their doom is 
sealed, but they ore as defiant and in- 
different as ever. Both of them ap- 
jieared at the windows (if the jail before 
darkness set in yesterday evening and 
entertained the crowd with their 
pranks. When the newspaper men 
gained access to them they were ap- 
parently in their jovial spirit. They 
were not at all concerned about the 
lirKe crowd.s that tiurrounded the jail. 
The crowds we: e made np lai (,'ely of 
women and children who are there 
from onxiosity and not for violence. 

At noon yesterday the two companies 
of militia who are to maintain order at 
the hanging arrived in Newport. The 
men were ordered to report to Sheriff 
Plumnier and to place themselves at his 
disposal. He instructed the militia 
officers to divide their foroea into two 
equal watches, who, with fixed bayonct.s 
surrounded the jail yard and allows no 
one to pa.ss their "trocha" without a 
ticket signed by the sheriff. The sol- 
diers are camix'd in the basement of tho 
courthouse, rations being furnished by 
the county. None of the soldiers will 
be able to see the hanging. 

The offloers anticipate no tronble 
whatever, as there is a general feeling 
of satisfaction over the final atrtion of 
Governor Bradley. But if there ha<l 
been such interference as to have caused 
indefinite delay, the officers would have 
anticipated tronble. 

Sheriff Plummer will not announce 
the hour of execution. 

Scott Jackson's mother and Mrs. Ed 
win Post, his half sister, are with 
friends in Cincinnati. Walling'S mother 
has gone home. None of the family of 
Pearl Bryan are here. Th«y are repre- 
sented, however, by friends from Green 
castle, who arrived last night. 

Walter Hendrenof Nicholasville, Ky., 
the brother-in-law of Dr. Wagner, ar 
rived lust night and is stopping in Belle 
vue with Mrs. Dr. Wagner, his sister 
He brought with him abundant records 
and other documentary evidenoe that 
he took Dr. Wagner to Nicholasville on 
Jan. 33, IHOfi, and kept him there at 
William Hendren's houiie till Feb. .'i of 
the same year, proving a perfect alibi 
for Dr. Wagner, who is accused in the 
last confessions of the murdearers. 

GOV. BRADLEY'S GOOD REASON. 

Why Urn BslMsss • Beaplto to alaeksra and 
Walllnr. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 20. — In his 
statement refusing to interfere iu the 
Jackson- Walling ease Governor Bradley 
says in part : 

"The common law concerning the 
crime admitted in the confessions to 
have been committed is in force in this 
state. The confessions show that Ptiirl 
Bryan was killed by drugs administered 
to produce an abortion. If this be true, 
she being quick with child, as ^howi. 
by the evidence, the child was killed 
auo. Her death was caused by drups 
deliberately administered, the efftvt oV 
which clearly manifests an otter dis- 
regard for human life. 

"Th<»8e confessions, however, ore in- 
consistent and contradictory, utterlv at 
war with every statement that each of 
them made on the vritness stand. It is 
urged that this thould be overlooked, 
because they were then swearing for 
their hves. Conceding that the false 
statements were made to escape th<> 
danger pending, it may well l>e asked 
how much greater is the danger that is 
now about them when thev stand in the 
shadow of the gallows. It they are e.x 
cusable for swearing falsely then, how 
much more are they excusable, and how 
much more like^ is it that they would 
speak falsely now.

REVIE W OF T RADE. 

R. n. T>iin A Compaey'a Wnpkly RopMTS m 
the Condition ef Bualneaa. 

New York, March 30.— R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says 
Thoogh steadily increasing, business is 
still much below its volume in former 
years of prosperity and many exjiress 
disappoint inetit. Yet, there is some 
gain every week, with more hands at 
work and more mills in operation, oud 
the sore result, large purchases for con 
sumption, can not be long delayed. In 
some branches it is felt already ; there 
is larger distribution of finished prod 
acts and the demand for commercial 
loans has sharply increased, especially 
in dry goods and the iron and steel 
branches. The progress of the iron and 
steel industry is hindered by uncertain' 
ty regarding tho cost of lake ore for the 
coming year, thonjfh the repeated od 
journment of producers' meetings is in 
terpreU'd as evidence that an agreement 
will bo ultimately reached. It is re 
ported that Norrie ore at $3.76 will be 
tahen as the basis, which would imply 
about $3.85 for Mosaba ores, but, untU 
the question has been settled, many Im' 
portant transactions are deferred. 

While there is no great activity in 
fiiiishiHl products, the demand steadily 
increa-ses. Contracts for several great 
buildings at Chicago are pending and 
for a goo<l many bridges and other rail 
road works, and tho demand for wire 
nails and for wire do«H not abate, nor 
ths demand for black sheets required iu 
tin plato manufacture. Tin tends lower 
at t;eiits, with heavy receipts and 

with weaker London quotations; lead is 

|ina<^tive at 3.37 cents, and copper is 
weaker, although the trifling decrease 
in production in this country is practi 
cally balanced by tho small increase in 
production elsewhere. 

While manufacturers of cotton good.H 
are looking forward with much conii 
deiu-e, the present demand is not e<iual 
to expectations, nor has the prrnluction 
of print cloths acooniplished tho dt^ired 
change in condition. 

The buyinj^ of wool, mainly of 
speculative character in expectation of 
new duties, continues remarkably large. 
.Sales at the three chief markets for the 
past week were 10,891,900 pounds, and 
for three weeks have been 3«, 795, moo 
pounds of which 16,628.200 were do 
mestic, whereas the largest transactions 
in any pn;viou8 year at this season were 
17,106,870 pounds, in the corresponding 
weeks of lbi)2, of which ll,B8(i,630 were 
domestic. No great increase has yi't 
appeared in the demand for good.'i, al 
though a few more nulls have found 
enough orders, to start, }>erhaps in nart 
anticipating a future demand. The 
expectation of new duties does not yet 
influence tha goods markats as might be 

ei:p<!cted. 

The demand for wh£at has not given 
much help to speoalation. Atlantic ex- 
ports hare been only 1,363,890 bashels, 

against l,l!tn,3,?.'), flour included, for the 
corresponding week last year, whilo 
western receipts have been only 1,397, 
.340 bushels, against 3,416,0»j9 bushels 
last year. Aocoants regarding the com 
ing crop have been less favorable this 
week, and the price has advanced 1 6-8 
cents. 

The exports of com continue heavy, 
4,648,706 bushels for the week and quo- 
tations advanced seven-eighths. 

The cotton market has also been al- 
most lifeless, and while the price has 
gained a small fraction, the narrowness 
of demand here and abroad, has its nat- 
ural influence. Reports about the com- 
ing crops are interesting, as usual, to 
speculators. 

Failures for the past week have been 
316 in the United States against 861 
last year, and M in Ofnada, against 49 
lost year.

Portland, Dr., March 80.— Last Tues- 
day the dead bo^ of a man was fonnd 
in the Willamette river. While lying 
in the morgue the body was identified 
as that of Walter MoNaughton, who 
conducted a nursery in Providence.

HER TROOPS STILL IN CRETE. 



Tbe Oovprnmnnt Not I.:ki'I<r tn Keeftll 
Them, Thua Defying the Powera— Noblo

Athex.**, March 20.— The Greek gov- 
ernment has decided to recall the gun- 
boats Alpheios and Pinios firom Cretan 
waters. The fomier is now ooaliag at 

Oerigo. 

The cabinet was in se.<;sion until t a. 
m., discussing the situation. No orders 
have been stiit to recall her troops in 
Crete and it is not thought any such 
orders will be sttit. 

The Greek government has formally 
protested to the porte against Turkayli 
fortifying the Turkish Sde of the gulf 
of Artra on the ground that the act is 
in violation of the terms of the Elerlin 
treaty. This incident threatens to bring 
about serious complication. 

King George and the cabinet received 
telegrams from Crete yesterday ossor- 
ing them that the whole Christian pop- 
ulation of the island rejects autonomy 
and demands annexation. Cretan dele- 
gates have sent an oddniss to the king 
begging him to resist the demand for 
the withdrawal of the forces under Col- 
onel Vassos. 

The Crown Prince Constantine, at the 
head of 4,700 troops, has started for the 
frontier. The scene of hin departure 
was one of the wildest enthusiasm. The 
balconies and windows of residences 
along the line of route were crowded 
with ladies wavinu; tht; Greek tia;,', and 
the streets witre alnuist iiiu)assable 
owing to till' <leii>i<- and surging 
throngs. Cries of "Hurrah for Mace- 
donia' ' rose from eveiy throat as the 
tn)ops j)assed along. 

It is officially stated that only 1,500 
out of the tifi.OOO army reserve men, 
called out, have failt*d to resi)oiiil. thus 
netting at rest the stories circulated ot 
wholesale failure to answer to tha oall 
of arms. 

DIMANOS OF TMI CRBTAN8. 

Nothing but Annexation to O roe CO Will 
flatlaiy Them. 

OAinu, March 30.— On the invitation 
of the admirals foar of the principal in- 
surgent leaders at Akrotiri went on 
board the Italian flagship in Suda Bay 
yesterday. Admiral Canevaro urged 
them to lay down their arms. The in- 
surgents refused to accept any solution 
but the annexation of Oreta to Oreeoe. 
The admirals asked them to reconsider 
their decision and offered them the 
means of communicating to and con- 
sulting with the insurgent leaders else- 
where ; bnt the same reply, it is feared 
by the admirals, will be made by all. 

The Cretan chiefs, mayors and no- 
tabilities are sij^nin^r an address to the 
(ireek governnienl and foreign adiniral.-t 
dex-laring that the Cretans' sole desire 
is union with (irew. 

The fightinK in the vicinity of Rtttimo 
atid Candia continues ni>fht and day. 
The houses and shops of the Christians 
are still being pillaged. 

Blookade tho Signal For War. 

London, March 20.— The Athens cor- 
respondent oi The Times, voicing the 
}Kjpular indignation at the news of the 
bloc^kdde of Crete next Sunday, thinks 
it highly probable that a blockade of 
Greece would be the signal for war. la 
that event neither the king nor thegOV> 
ernment would be able longer tooon« 
trol the insurgents on the frontier. 

Oerniany and Auttriit Itack Down. 

London, March 30.— The Vi- nna cor- 
respondent of The Times says an ollicial 
statenient confirms the belief that Ger- 
many and Austria have declined to 
share in the military operations by the 
powers in the interior of Crete on the 
ground that such a course would involve 
the powers beyond the Umlti originally 
contemplated.

MONBOK, La., March 20. — Patrick 
Paine, proprietor of tha Iron Mountain 
hotel, yesterday shot and fatally wound- 
ed his wife and made an unsuccessful 
attempt to kill his little child and 
James McCabe, a bill collector, and was 
himself shot and seriously wounded by 
McCabe. 

Paine entered tho hotel office just as 
his wife paid McCabe a bill. He was 
jealous of her and. without warning 
fired a pistol in her face. He then shot 
his little daughter and turned on Mc-

BUSINESS IN THE SOUTH. 



Senthrrn Munnfucturnrs Are Making: Tliem 
selves Felt— Millinf Indnstries 
PrMfcreu.

Mr. Frank P. Bennett, editor of the 
Wool ami Cotton Reporter, a Boston 
publication, haa recently made an exten 
sive toar through the South for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the milling industries 
of the Carolinas and of Georgia. The ro' 
porta he took baok to hit Joomal are ex 
ceedingly gratifying to people everywhere 
interested in the development of the New 
South. In the Carolinas, in apite of the 
hard times, he found all of the mills but 
one running either on full time, extra 
time or double time. The only one not 
running waa but temporarily suspended 
b3cau8e it bad been sold and the new 
owners were makina: certain changes 
pending their beginning itfl operation. A 
aimilar condition he found among the 
Georgia millp, and the Georgia mills with 
thoae in the two Carolinas constitute 
more than three-fourtbs of the milling 
industries of the South. 

Taking these facts, together with the 
other fact that milling in New England 
haa been languishing through the great 
financial depression from which the coun- 
try has suffered, the proof is apparent 
that the place for manufacturing cotton 
gooda is generally where the raw mate* 
rial is prodiiceil. One conspicuous rea- 
■on, ex-(jiov. Bullock, of Georgia, says, for 
the aacceaa of the Southern mills ia the 
fact th:U they mnnufaotare only sucli 
goods as they find an immediate demand 
for and those goods in the South are of 
the coarser grades. They do not under- 
take the tiner grades, as do the New Eng- 
land mills which long ago overstocked 
the market. It is the intention among 
these Southern mill owners, as soon as 
the demand justifies them, to begin ac- 
tive competition with the New England 
maDnfactoren in the finer gmdet of 
cotton. ________

We were met at the sta- 
tion by Judge J. A. Buclcler, formerly of 
Kt Olivet, who Rave his Kentooky 
friends a warm reception and left noth- 
Idk undone to make our visit a pleasant 
one. We will always feel gratefal to bim 
and his most excellent wife and daugh- 
ter for the cordial greeting and treatment 
we received during cor ihort stay with 
them. 

Th* first place of interest we visited 
was the Alamo, the ancient mission 
which ia dear to the hearts of all Texans. 
It was in this church that its heroic de- 
fendeia on March <i, 1,s;>«l, made the last 
desperate stand in defense of liberty for 
Texas. Travis, Crockett and Bowie died 
here, with about 170 others. The old 
building is always open to the public and 
in chaiVe of <me of the veterana of the 
Mexican War. 

Oar train pulled out fiom San Antonio 
8atard«y, February 20th, with nine Poll- 
num tleepers for the long journey acrosa 
th« deaert, a distance of 1,224 to the 
Mexican Capital. Sunday morning we 
creased the Rio Grande river. The 
name sounds bigger than tbe river looked, 
as there was not a drop of water running 
in tbe stream. We arrived at tbe town 
La Oindad Porflrio Diai, opposite Eagle 
Pass, where we exchanged our American 
money for Mexican fuads,^ greatly in 
favor of American money. We gave 
them a $20 bill and in exchange received 
$39, less the exchange of o per cent. No 
longer under the protection of the red, 
White.and blue, but under the red, white 
and itKen, the flag of our sister republic 
which is nearly alike our own. Tbe color, 
of tbe Mexican flag are white for religion, 
green for union, red for independence. 

We were met at the station l)y a band 
and the Mayor of the town who made an 
address of welcome in. Spanish. The 
speech was applauded joat as if we un- 
derstood every word he said. 

The conductor shortly after called out 
" all aboard " and we again started on our 
journey through this remarkable coun- 
try. In the badkgroand, the purple 
mountains and on the plains the adobe 
houses, made out of nun-burned brick, 
with flat roob, dotted the valley. The 
nativealive on a very light diet, tbe prin- 
cipal food being corn. They soften the 
com and lay it on a flat atone called me- 
tate, and with another stone shaped like 
a rolling pin, tbey grind the corn to a 



is on sale ; turkevs, bean.', brooms, nuts, 
fruits, sandals and almos^t anything yon 
can think of ii for sale or trade. The 
market plac" always presf^nts a lively 
scpue anil one worth seeing. 

The vailey in which the city of Mexico 
sets is 8,000 feet aboot the sea luve\ and 
is surrounded l)y sublime mountains sev- 
eral thousand feet higiier. The city htin 
a population of 400,000, of whom bO.OOO 
are foreigners, iacluding over S.OOO 
Americans. The Frendi population is 
the largest. The great drawback to tbe 
city has been the want of drainage and 
sewerage. They have been workin;j[ o i 
a tunnel for fifty years which is to drain 
the city into the Oulf of Mexico. This 
tunnel has alre.idy been bored seventy* 
five miicB through the solid rock of the 
mountains and they expect to complete 
it in a few years more. It baa cost mil- 
lions upon millions already. Ail of the 
principal streets are lighted with gas and 
electricity. The streets are wide and 
well paved; abundant water supply 
bronght in by the aqueducts and from 
600 artesian wella. The city ia well laid 
out, with straight streeta croesing each 
other at right angels, and has a splendid 
system of street railways. The houses 
are bailt of heavy masonry, the roofs and 
floors of brick and cement. Kach build- 
ing includes one or more open court yards 
or "jmtioi" in which are flowers, palms 
and fountains. The entrance of each 
bouse from the street is by a single 
anrhed gateway which is closed at night 
and attended by a guard, who is held re- 
sponsible for the entriea and exits. We 
should judge that fire insurance compa- 
nies would have little business in Mexico. 

In the dwellinga of more than oneatory 
the upper floor is preferred as afesidMice 
and commands a high rent. The ground 
below is occupied for business purposes, 
such as work-shops and stores. There 
are many large business houses that are 
doing a fine trade. 

There are upward of 130 churches in 
tbe city, the principal one in sise and 
grandeur being the Cathedral, whicli is 
426 feet long and 200 feet wide, with two 
towers 200 feet high. Tbe great bell in 
the west tower cost $10,000. This build- 
ing was begun in 1573 and finished in 
1667. Its coat wu nearly $2,000,000, a 
sum that would represent a much greater 
value in modem times. A balustrade 
aurronnda tbe choir of metal so rich that 
an offer to replace it with one of solid 
silver was refused. It weighs twenty- 
seven tona and came from China in early 
days. 

President Diaz gave a reception to the 
delegates of the association. His palace 
occupies an entire square fronting about 
700 feet on the plaza, and is the largest 
building in Mexico. The halls of the am- 
bassadors are in a magnificent room run- 
ning neariy halt the length of the front. 
Among other pictures, one of Geo. Wash- 
ington is conspicuous. The reception 
room was crowded on this occasion and 
we were introduced to President Dinz by 
the Secretary of tbe American Legation. 
The PreaideBt oude a short speech, giv- 
ing ua a warm welcome to Mexico and 
expreasing most cordial feeling towards 
the United States. 

Mexico has an army of about 30,000 
men and 3,000 ofBoera. Tbe cavalry con- 
f-ists of 2,000, the fineat body of horaenen 
in tbe world. 

Preaident Dies was born in 1830, bis 
anoeatora l>eing Spaniards. Ilewaf^eilu- 
cated for -the priesthood. In 1S)7 he 
volunteered to fight the invading foe 
under General Scott. He became Presi-

TlM Atelnlttrmtlon Must Soon 
Important Deoletoa. 

Washivoton, March 90.— What action 
the secretary of the treasury will take 
with regard to the request of the cap- 
tain of tht> Dauntless for clearance from 
the jjort of Jacksonville, Fla. , giving a 
port in Cuba as her destination, has not 
yet been determined. The opinion of 
the attomej general was reqnssted as 
to the granting of the request of the 
Dauntless, and his reply has been re- 
oeiTcd. It is not, however, an oi^on. 
It reviewa briefly the status of the 
Dauntless and calls attention to the 
action which her captain recently 
brought against the government. 

The attorney general, upon the re- 
qnest of the president or the head of a 
department, gives his opinion upon 
questions of law, but he does not advise 
as to what action should be taken whore 
the matter is not a question of law and 
clearly vrithin tbe disoretlon of the offi- 
cer seeking the opinion. The applica- 
tion of the Dauntless is regarded as a 
case in point. The secretary of the 
treasury, it is statc^d, has the undoubted 
right to give hor clearance or withhold 
it, if within his opinion the re<juired 
oath as to destination and her intention 
not to violate our neutrality laws is not 
given in good faith. It seems certain 
that the policy of the administration 
will enforce rigidly the law against flli- 
boHtering expeditions, but whether tne 
government will go fnthlr thsa that 
remains to be seen.
